Indianapolis, March 5.—Today Is the 
last working day of the present session 
of the Indiana general assembly, aa 
Governor Marshall is determined not 
to accept any bills after 12 o'clock to­ 
night. 
Most of the members are pre­ 
paring to go back home. 
The legisla­ 
ture is making every effort today to 
pass the biennial apropriation bill for 
1909-10, in order to get it to Governor 
Marshall befcrre 12 
o’clock 
tonight. 
Governor Marshall had made it known 
that the bill must reach him by mid­ 
night tonight for his consideration. 
The governor also declared he woald 
rather try to borrow money than to 
make it necessary for the state to bear 
the expense of a special session, which 
would appear necessary if the bill fails 
to pass. 
Special Session Talk. 
Leaders in both houses do not be­ 
lieve there is much likelihood of a 
special 
session. 
Lawyers 
in 
both 
houses 
say 
that 
the 
state 
offices, 
boards, commissions and institutions 
would be able to draw the regular 
maintenance provided for in the appro­ 
priation law of 1907, which remains in 
effect for ten years, unless repealed at 
each session. 
The institutions, how­ 
ever, wrould have to do without their 
specific appropriations in that event. 
“I would call a special session,” said 
Governor Marshall, “^nl^ as a last re­ 
sort to prevent the closing of the state 
institutions. As far as the officers are 
concerned, we would try to borrow 
money in order to get along. 
If an^ 
special session is called it will not be 
my fault, but that of the legislature.” 
Will Leave It to the Courts. 
Governor Marshall sent a message 
to the house last night saying that he 
will deposit the Sunday baseball bill 
with the secretary of state without his 
signature, allowing ti to become law 
that way.- While he has not changed 
his views expressed in his veto of the 
first bill, he did not veto the new one 
because he found the legislature had 
disagreed with him. 
He regards the 
action of the legislature as indicating 
it would have passed another vetoed 
bill over his head. 
He does not be­ 
lieve the law is constitutional, but he 
is willing to pass it up to the courts 
to decide that question. 
Realizing at last the value of time, 
the legislature is working under full 
head of steam to enact the general ap­ 
propriations bill so it may reach Gov­

Marshall 
by 
midnight.

warning that he would not accept it 
unless it is delivered to him by then, 
came like a thunderclap to members 
of the assembly. 
Democrats Prune Expenses. 
The house spent all yesterday con­ 
sidering it and added practically the 
finishing touches last night. 
It was 
charged that the bill carries appropria­ 
tions for $500,000 more than will be 
available at the state treasury during 
the next two years. 
The Democratic 
leaders have been cutting and pruning 
in hopes of getting through on a small­ 
er amount than the Republicans ap­ 
propriated at the last session. 
The 
Republicans submitted to a reduction 
in specific appropriations for institu­ 
tions, but insisted on no cut of sal­ 
aries for clerks, stenographers and 
other appointees. 
Over $350,000 wa3 
cut out, and unless the senate restores 
the measure to its original form the 
appropriations will amount to practi­ 
cally the same as two years ago. 
Governor Marshall stated publicly 
that the appropriations bill must reach 
him by midnight tonight, and that if a 
special session is necessary the re­ 
sponsibility will rest with the legisla­ 
ture. Unless the senate acts more rap­ 
idly than the house, it is extremely 
doubtful whether the bill can be han­ 
dled within the time limit.

Taft’s Appointments. 


W ashington, M arch 5.—The Sixtieth 
congress glided into the Sixty-first sc 
im perceptibly th a t the change was 
scarcely noticeable. 
The final act, 
though unofficial in so far as the house 
was concerned, took place in the sen­ 
ate cham ber, w here both houses wit 
nessed the Incoming of the new admin 
istration. 
T he senate convened 
at 
noon- today to consider P resident T aft’s 
nom inations, but the house will not 
convene again until the beginning oi 
the extra session of congress to be 
called for the 15th inst. 


Extravagance Is Charged. 


Chairm an Taw ney of the appropria 
tions com m ittee in the house, declared 
th at the expenditures of the govern­ 
m ent have a t no tim e except in war 
increased as rapidly as during the 
past eight years, prim arily caused by 
popular and executive dem ands upon 
congress for appropriations for the ex- 
e 
e of rights and functions belong 
in 
^elusively to the states and the 
al*, 
mal and unnecessary w ar expen­ 
ditures in tim e of peace. 
A ppropriations during the past eight 
years, including the fiscal year 1910, 
he said, w ere equal to $7,007,839,183; 
and he declared th at a t the end of the 
presen t fiscal year th ere will be a 
deficit of $150,000,000. 
He severely 
criticised the executive branch for sub­ 
m itting estim ates of expenditures far 
in excess of estim ates of receipts. He 
placed the appropriations for the ex 
piring session a t $1,044,014,298. 


The Minority’s Word on It. 


Mr. Livingston of Georgia, the rank 
ing m inority m em ber of the com m it­ 
tee, characterized the appropriations 
as stupendous, saying they exceeded 
last session by $35,616,754, and greatei 
than at any two sessions prior to 1898. 
He declared congress should be com­ 
m ended for the m illions it had refused 
to appropriate “notw ithstanding the 
pressure brought to bear by the ex­ 
ecutive and the badgering of Innum er­ 
able interests on all sides clamoring 
to get their hands into the treasury.” 
Senator Culberson subm itted a state­ 
m ent covering the past seven years 
stating th a t the Increase of appropria 
tions for 1910 show an increase over 
those of 1903 of over $328,000,000, or 
about 51 per cent, and th a t the treas­ 
ury's estim ated expenditures for 1910 
exceed 1902 by over $375,000,000, an 
Increase of 63 per cent in eight years.

relation to God u n der the most v aried 
circu m stan ces. 
The 
ex perien ces 
of 
the sou l are an d alw ay s hav e been 
essen tially the same, an d hen ce when 
the sou l Is cast down or ex alted, when 
u n der depression or blessed w ith a 
perfect tru st, we tu rn to the Psalm s to 
read the ex perien ces of others u n der 
sim ilar circu m stan ces, an d wre n ev er 
g o aw ay w ithou t a blessin g . 
The 
Psalm s hav e been a pow erfu l factor 
both in chu rch life an d n ation al life, 
bu t, abov e all, they hav e filled lon g in g 
w an ts in the in div idu al life. 
If y ou 
hav e n eg lected or are n eg lectin g this 
book as a m ean s of y ou r person al 
g row th In ex perim en tal relig ion an d 
In all g races y ou are makin g a sad 
m istake.

In the C hristian En deav or Times of 
Lon don Hon . Georg e Nicholls. M. P. 
g av e his testim on y to the v alu e of 
C hristian En deav or. Speakin g of his 
actu al ex perien ce, he say s:

CRIPPLED IN EAST 


Snow-Laden Blizzard Created 


Havoc With Wi res. 


CHANGED NAME.

New Yo rk, March 5 .—As a result o i 
a March blizzard which swept do wn 
unanno unced, the middle Atlantic sea 
bo ard fro m New Yo rk to No rfo lk 
fo und itself buried in an av alanche o i 
sno w and swept by destructiv e winds 
Fo r a time here co nditio ns seemed tc 
threaten a repetitio n o f the great bliz 
zard o f March 12, 1888, but last night-: 
the sto rm sank o t less alarming pro 
po rtio ns and milder weather prev ailed 1 
to day . 
Fo r the telepho ne and telegraph j 
co mpanies the sto rm was o ne o f the j 
wo rst in y ears. 
Wires in all direc j 
tio ns went do wn at the wind’s first 
o nslaught. 
Fo r eight ho urs y esterday 
Washingto n, the central po int o f Amer 
j 
ica fo r the time being, was co mpletely ' 
Iso lated, and until early this mo rning 
the o nly means o f co mmunicatio n be- j 
tween the capital and the o utside 
wo rld was o v er three crippled tele-; 
graph wires, o ne to New Yo rk, o ne tc 
Atlanta and a third to Charlo ttesv ille, j 
Va. 
No telepho ne o r railro ad wires 
between New Yo rk and Washingto n o i j 
Baltimo re were wo rking, and the o nly 
o utside co mmunicatio n Baltimo re had 
was by wireless. 
The wo rst o f the sno w-laden hurri­ 
cane struck a wedge o f territo ry which 
included Washingto n and Baltimo re. 
The regio n so uth o f Philadelphia was 
well nigh a blank o n the map fo r the 
greater part o f the day . 
At 8 o ’clo ck 
last night the Pennsy lv ania o ffices at 
Jersey City gav e o ut the fo llo wing: 
“ Latest repo rts fro m Perry v ille, Md., 
six ty miles belo w Philadelphia, state 
that fo r thirty miles bey o nd that po int 
ev ery wire is do wn. 
These lines in­ 
clude so me o f the best and mo st ex ­ 
pensiv ely co nstructed wires in the 
co untry .” 
The first train fro m Washingto n to 
reach Jersey City y esterday arriv ed at 
5 o ’clo ck last ev ening.

Washington, March 5. — President 
Taft and Governor Hughes of New 
York reviewed the belated Seventh 
New York infantry, which on account 
of the storm arrived here too late to 
participate in the inaugural parade 
from the reviewing stand in front of 
the White House this morning at 10:30 
o’clock. 
President and Mrs. Taft were the 
centers of interest last night at the 
culminating feature of a memorable 
day—the inaugural hall in the pension 
building. The scene in the cavernous 
building, which had been transformed 
into a canopied court of ivory and 
white, was another of the brilliant pic­ 
tures which are quadrennially painted 
here by the gathering of a vast and 
brilliant assemblage from every sec­ 
tion of the country. With all the color 
and movement of a military spectacle, 
with the softening influence of deli­ 
cately tinted gowns and the interest of 
a personnel seldom equalled at a so­ 
cial function, the Inaugural ball holds 
a place unique in the history-making 
of the day. 
While the ball was in progress in­ 
doors, a display of fireworks on the 
monument lot in the rear of the White 
House marked the end of the outdoor 
celebration. 
For hours the thinly 
clouded heavens 
were alight with 
screaming rockets, with sun clusters 
that challenged the brilliance of day, 
with fiery “cobras” and all the fantas­ 
tic creations of modern pyrotechnic 
skill. 
Aerial 
salutes, 
floating fes­ 
toons, illuminated balloons and scores 
of other features made the display 
visible from one end of the capital city 
to the other. 
Mr. Taft’s Busy Day. 
Prior to his visit to the ball, Presi­ 
dent Taft had entertained at tea in 
the White House the members of the 
Yale club; had dined with Mrs. Taft at 
7 o’clock and had stopped In at the 
Metropolitan club to say a few words 
at the dinner of the class of ’78 at 
Yale. 
Mr. Taft’s day was one of continuing 
cheers and plaudits from the moment 
j he first appeared on the White House 
portico to go to his inauguration until 
he returned late last night, an unwill­ 
ing leave-taker from the inaugural ball. 
Mr. and Mrs. Taft were the guests 
of the Roosevelts at the White House 
Wednesday night, setting a precedent 
In the courtesies of the executive man­ 
sion, as they did again yesterday when 
Mrs. 
Taft 
accompanied 
the newly 
made president and Mrs. Sherman the 
new vice president, from the capitol 
at the head of the imposing paarde, to 
the White House. 
The presidential 
carriage, drawn by four b^v horses, 
which had been closed against the 
storm as President Roosevelt and Mr. 
Taft made their way to the capitol, 
was thrown open as the return journey 
was begun, and President Taft, quickly 
recognized by the crowds which stood 
enthusiastically unmindful of the an­ 
kle-deep snow and slush about them, 
was acclaimed all along the great dis­ 
tances of the avenue. 
Wearing his 
broadest of smiles, he bowed right and 
left in acknowledgment of the suc­ 
ceeding ovations which marked his 
progress to the White House.
